Frances Oldham Kelsey, M. I)., 
Fh. D., doesn’t look much like a 
knightess. She’s a plain Jane in 
flat-heeled shoes, with no lipstick, 
and she has the seemingly unro­ 
mantic job of physician and phar­ 
macist for the Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration. 
But, 
by now, 
most 
everybody 
knows how, in one of the most 
notable acts of female obstinacy in 
history, she blocked the marketing 
of the sedative thalidomide in this 
country. 
When word came that this drug 
was being blamed for the deforming 
of thousands of babies bom in 
Europe, President Kennedy hasten­ 
ed to hang a gold medal around 
Dr. Kelsey’s neck. Other honors 
have showered on her. 


New Strength 
The thalidomide incident put new 
strength in a drive for a stronger 
drug safety bill. The Senate hastily 
replaced some of the teeth that had 
been extracted from the bill and it 
breezed through Congress. 
Dr. Kelsey was among the hon­ 
ored guests looking on when Ken­ 
nedy signed the measure Oct. IO. 
Thus, Dr. Kelsey has taken her 
place on the roster of notable war 
riors for safe, effective drugs and 
wholesome food—a roster including 
such men as: 
Upton Sinclair, Socialist uplifter 
who couldn’t make much of a dent 
with his Socialist propaganda but 
did play a mighty role in the pas 
sage of a meat inspection act and 
the nation's first pure food and 
drug law, rn 1906. 
Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, an M D. 
with an evangelical fervor for un­ 
adulterated food. As chief chemist 
for 
the 
Agriculture 
Department 
(1883-1912) he conducted his fight 
by "poison squad” tactics and other 
means, and was the first adminis­ 
trator of the pure food law. 
Publishes Novel

The Commerce Department reports 
that personal income of individual 
Americans in September didn't rise 
above the August level. 


Hasn t Risen 
This is the first time in eight 
months it hasn’t risen. In fact, in the 
19 months since the bottom of the 
last recession personal income had 
climbed each month except July 1961 
and January 19 62, when it dipped to 
the tem porary alarm of chart watch­ 
ers. 
The September leveling off of p er­ 
sonal incomes may be just as tempo­ 
rary. And the annual rate of $44) 
billion is still at a record high. Many 
economists expect renewed incomes 
this month and next, along with a 
pick up in retail trade, and perhaps 
better performance by some of Ute 
basic industries. 
None minimizes the importance of 
personal income totals in bolstering 
if not boosting, the economy. This 
is true both in its current perform­ 
ance and in mak ing the right climate 
for future growth. 


Drop in Wages 
The September faltering in p er­ 
sonal incomes was laid to a chop in 
wage and salary payments, csp 
ciallv in manufacturing. Even gov­ 
ernment payrolls slipped, though in­ 
creases in this field usually go on 
year in and year out. 
Offsetting the wage and salary drop 
was an equal rise in income from 
dividends, 
interest 
payments 
and 
government benefit check s. 
The manufacturing payroll drop 
came despite longer work week s in 
a number of industries.
